CHAPTER 280.

AN ACT to amend section one of chapter two hundred and
sevenly-three, general laws of 1862, entitled *“ An act to regu-
late the keeping and maintaining of slaughter houses in this
state.”

The people of the state of Wrisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecrioN 1. Hereafter it shall be unlawful for any
person or persons to erect, maintain or keep a slaughter
house upon the bank or banks of any running stream
of water, or to throw or deposit any of the carcasses or
offal therefrom in or upon the baoks of any such run-
ning stream which shall flow through any unincorpo-
rated village or organized town containing two hundred
or more inhabitants, and sny person or persons who
shall throw or deposit in such rununingstream any dead
animal, or any part thereof, shall be guilty of the like
offense, aud subject to the same penalties as named in
section three of the act to which this is amendatory.

SecrioN 2 This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.
